A CATALOGUE of the books belonging to the Li- 
brary Company of Philadelphia, was published in the 
year 1789. Since that period, a considerable number of 
books has been added by donations and purchases, and 
also, a great and valuable addition of more than twenty- 
five hundred volumes of scarce and costly works, made 
to the Library, by the liberal bequest of the late Reve- 
rend Samuel Preston, Rector of Chevening in the county 
of Kent, Great-Britain. The list was thus rendered in 
a great degree useless, and a desire having been express- 
ed, by many of the members, that another should be 
published; the Directors have therefore prepared a com- 

plete Catalogue of the Books now belonging to the Insti- 
tution. To obviate objections often made to the plan of 
the former Catalogue, they have been induced to publish 
the present one, comprehending books of all sizes, in an 
alphabetical form so far as the names of Authors and 
Editors could be used. The anonymous books consti- 
tute by themselves an Appendix, and are classed scienti- 
fically, each under its proper size. ‘The numerous pam- 
phlets and small tracts, which it was not thought expe- 
dient to include in the alphabetical arrangement, appear 
by themselves, and form asecond appendix. A copious 
Index is subjoined, to facilitate the inquiry alter any

HE foundation of the prefent library was laid in the year 1731; a 

‘period when Philadelphia afforded little affiftance to the inqui- 
ries of the ftudious. A number of gentlemen having raifed the fum 
of one hundred pounds by fubfcription a fmall library was formed 
upon principles the beft calculated to difleminate knowledge: the books 
were not, as in many of the public libraries of Europe, confined to the 
apartments, but the fubfcribers were allowed to carry them home for. 
reafonable fpace of time. 


The plan foon became popular; acceffions to the number of members 
took place, and the ftock of books was annually increafed by purchafes 
at the company’s expenfe, and liberal donations from perfons both at 

- home and abroad. 


The then proprietaries of Pennfylvania appear to have taken a patri- 
otic pleafure in the encouragement of the plan. Befides feveral valuable 
donations, they granted a charter of incorporation in the year 1742. 


A {pirit of literary improvement made its way among all claffes of peo» 
ple, and the philanthropy of the great and amiable character* who fuggeft~ 
ed the plan, was gratified by tracing the books as well into the hands of. 
the opulent, with whom literature is f{ometimes no more than one of the 
ornaments of civil life, as among thofe to whom it renders a more fub- 
ftantial benefit. Letters, while they employ the leifure of the artift, re- 
concile him to his labour; by removing groffer relaxations they promote 
his health, while they enlarge his mind; and prolong his life, while they 
teach him to enjoy it. |

Such perfons, however, who refide at the diftance of fe- 
ven miles or upwards, are permitted to have books one week longer than 
the above-mentioned times. For all books fo lent, he fhall take a note, 
payable to the Company, for double the value, as nigh as he can efti- 
mate, of the book or fet of books to which they belong, conditioned to 
return the fame, undefaced, within the time above mentioned; at the ex- 
piration of which (unlefs application has been made by another member 
for the fame books, and the Librarian requefted to take a memorandum 
thereof,) the borrower may, on producing the book to the hig re- 
new his note for the like time. 


III. Every perfon, not being a member, who {hall hire a book, &c.

Every member, or other perfon, who fhall take out 2 book or books 
on hire, fhall pay, for the ufe of the library, the following rates, weekly: 
For Duodecimos and Octavos two fixteenths of a dollar, Quartos three 
fixteenths of a dollar, and Folios four fixteenths of a dollar, and no 
fmaller fum, although the book may be returned within the week. 


V. Every member, or other perfon, who fhall negle& to return the 
book or books, within the time fpecified in the fecond rule, fhall, for 
fuch neglect, pay to the Librarian, for the ufe of the library, (befides the 
hire, where the book is not taken out by virtue of a fhare,) two fixteenths 
of a dollar per week: and if not returned, undefaced, within one month 
from the expiration of the time limited in the note, the fines and hire ac- 
eruing thereupon fhall be doubled; and if not fo returned within three 
months from the fame period, the note or depofite money fhall be for- 
feited to the company. | 


VI. Books returned are to be delivered into the hands of the Libra- 
rian, to be examined whether damaged or not. 


VII. No perfon from whom any hire or forfeiture is due, or who hath 
damaged any book, fhall be permitted to have another book till fatisfac- 
tion be made. | 


VIII. If a member, and one who is not a member, fhould apply for 
the fame book at the fame time, the member fhall have the preference. 


IX. A member may take out on hire, without a depofite, as many 
books in value for which his fhare in the library fhall, by the Librarian, 
be deemed a fufficient fecurity, on the fame terms, in other refpects, as 
perfons who are not members. 


X. The Librarian thall furnifh the Dire€tors, at each monthly meet-, 
ing, with an account of the fines and forfeitures which have accrued dur- 
ing the preceding month. . 


XI. The Librarian is to conform to the inftructions of the Dire€tors 
with regard to fuch books as, from their fcarcity and value, are to be let 
out only on certain conditions, or not at all. 


XII. No perfon, whether a member or not, is to lend the book or 
books he borrows to any perfon out of his dwelling-houfe. 


XIII. No book fhal! be lent on the fhare of a deceafed member, unlefs 
the note be figned by all the executors or adminiftrators of fuch deceafed 
member, or by fome one of them, appointed and authorized by written 
orders of the others.

* The Instrument of Association, signed by thirty-eight Members, was dated July 3, 1731. 
The first meeting of the Directors, therein appointed, was held on the eighth day of November 
following. The first importation of Books from London, amounting to £45 sterling, arrived 
the last of October, 1732, and on the fourteenth of the next ensuing month Louis Timothée, 
the first Librarian, was appointed, and the Library thereupon opened in a chamber of Robert 
Grace’s house, in Jones’s Alley, now called Pewter-platter Alley. On the seventh of April; 
1740, the Library was moved from thence to the western wing of the State House. In Au- 
gust, 1773, it was transferred to the Cazpenters’ Hall, and in October, 1790, it was placed 
in the present building. 


+ At this time the Union Library (into which the Amicable and Association Libraries had 
previously merged) was incorporated with this Company, and John De Maurcgnault, Librarian 
of the former, and Ludowic Sprogle, Librarian of the latter Company, jointly performed the
